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Story of scientists’ 
race to find treatment 


Vaccine not expected soon, but 
‘right’ ideas promise hope for help

In a week when the COVID-19 closures and qua- 
rantines hit like falling dominoes — the lockdown in 
Italy, the empty workplaces and college campuses 
in the U.S., suspended sports seasons, canceled festi- 
vals — far less attention fell on the global scientific 
community’s drive to find treatments for the new 
virus. 


But researchers are already suggesting strategies 
to help patients suffering from the disease, which is 
marked by fever, coughing and difficulty breathing. 
One treatment could be just weeks away. 

With no vaccine expected anytime soon, treat- 
ments are crucial to saving the lives of thousands of 
the infected, especially high-risk patients — the el- 
derly, those with compromised immune systems and 
those with chronic illnesses, such as diabetes, heart 
disease and lung disease. 

‘Tm very hopeful and very positive. We’ll get 
through this,” said Robert Kruse, a doctor in the

And whether walking on a 
trail, a dock or a golf course, they found dif- 
ferent paths to happiness.

Wisconsinites brace 
for altered daily life 
amid coronavirus 
pandemic, fears

It looked like Black Friday at the shopping mall. 

But this was Saturday amid the coronavirus pan- 
demic as Wisconsinites woke up to an America 
where daily life was quickly being transformed by a 
public health and economic crisis. 

They stocked up at grocery stores, buying staples, 
snacks, water and toilet paper. 

And with schools statewide poised to shut down 
— some as early as Monday and all by Wednesday — 
a lot of parents were in a rush to make child care ar- 
rangements. 

“It’s scary, very scary,” said Jose Rosa, who along 
with his daughter, Angelina Mason, spent $1,000 on 
goods at Sam’s Club off South 27th Street in Franklin. 

Early Saturday, they waited in a register line that 
stretched from the front of the store all the way to the 
back near the produce and bakery. 

“You cant shake anybody’s hand,” Rosa said. 
“Cant even touch a cart really because you don’t 
know where the (last) person has been. I hear stuff 
and it makes me panic.” 

Wisconsin health officials announced the confir- 
mation of eight more positive tests — including four

Angela Harris’ first-grade students werent sur- 
prised when she told them about a Google form 
she made to help keep them safe as Milwaukee 
Public Schools shut down amid the coronavirus 
pandemic. 

“They were like, ‘Ms. Harris, you’re always doing 
this stuff; ” she said. “And I was like, ‘Yeah, well, I 
want to make sure if you need food, or someone to 
talk to, or a babysitter, you will have those things 
even if you don’t see me for two weeks.” 

The form allows people to request and offer help 
for a variety of needs, from child care to financial 
support, which could become immense if the virus 
continues to spread and force shutdowns. 

The form is just one of many ways Wisconsinites 
are finding to help one another and maintain com- 
munity bonds even as they become more physically 
isolated.
